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Specification 

1 . The incorporation of essential material in the specification by reference to a 
foreign application or patent, or to a publication is improper.

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not disclose or fairly teach the apparatus as 
claimed, including a tool carrier rotatable around a carrier axis which is orthogonal with 
respect to the transport plane having several grinding brushes drivable by a linear drive 
and each grinding brush containing a brush body and bristles attached thereto being 
mounted to the tool carrier so that they can be rotated individually around their 
individual brush axes which are orthogonal with respect to the transport plane wherein 
the ends of the bristles of each single grinding brush are arranged at various distances 
to the transport plane. The closest prior art, to Hammond et al, '583, or to EP 0839608 
B1 teaches providing everything claimed except the ends of the bristles of each single 
brush arranged at various distances to the transport plane. The brushes of '583 have 
bristles of the same length relative to the transport plane, and are not able to tilt relative 
to the transport plane. The brushes of '608 tilt, but have bristles of the same length 
relative to the transport plane. 

Conclusion
